Following  last  year’s  Premier’s  Award-winning 
series  of  workshops,  the  Achievement  Test 
Team  was  once  again  moving  around  the 
province,  assisting  educators  with  the 
interpretation  and  use  of  achievement  test 
results.  In  September,  approximately  200 
administrators  attended  full-day  workshops.  In 
addition  to  the  administrator  sessions,  for  the 
first  time,  workshops  were  provided  for  teachers, 
and  were  extremely  well  received.  Over  500 
teachers  attended  presentations  on  how  to 
interpret  and  effectively  use  achievement  test 
results  to  improve  student  learning.  Participants 


gained  a greater  understanding  of  the  Provincial 
Achievement  Testing  program  and  received  a 
package  of  materials  designed  to  help  them 
share  information  with  their  colleagues. 

School  career  transitions 

(SCT)  INITIATIVE 

Alberta  Education  is  launching  a new,  two-year 
initiative  to  help  secondary  students  make 
successful  transitions  into  the  workplace  and 
post-secondary  programs.  The  project  team  will 
be  working  with  other  partners  to  implement 
recommendations  from  the  Framework  for 
Enhancing  Business  Involvement  in  Education, 
1996  as  well  as  specified  goals  identified  in 
People  and  Prosperity:  A Human  Resource 
Strategy  for  Alberta,  1 997.

The  draft  1 998  Alberta  Program  of  Studies  for 
English  Language  Arts  Kindergarten  to  Grade  9 
is  based  on  The  Common  Curriculum 
Framework  for  English  Language  Arts 
Kindergarten  to  Grade  12  (Grades  10-12 
Draft),  approved  in  June  1996  by  the  ministers 
of  education.  This  program  will  replace  the 
Elementary  Language  Learning  Program  of 
Studies,  1991  and  the  Junior  High  Language

Schools  will  be  notified  when  the  program  of 
studies  is  approved  by  the  Alberta  minister  of 
education.  Once  approved,  schools  may 
proceed  with  optional  implementation  in 
September  1998.  Provincial  implementation  is 
scheduled  for  September  1999. 

Guides  to  assist  teachers  in  implementing  the 
new  language  arts  program  are  being 
developed  in  consultation  with  teachers  across 
the  province.

Delivery  of  CTS 

The  effective  delivery  of  CTS  requires  access  to 
appropriate  learning  environments  as  defined  in 
the  individual  module  parameters  in  each  CTS 
strand.  Learning  environments  that  support  the 
effective  delivery  of  each  CTS  strand  and 
module  are  communicated  in  Appendix  6 of  the 
1997  Interim  Career  & Technology  Studies 
Manual  for  Administrators,  Counsellors  and 
Teachers.  This  information  should  be  used  to: 

• identify  particular  CTS  strands/modules  to 
be  offered  to  students 

• select  suitable  on-campus  and  off-campus 
learning  sites 

• identify  CTS  components  that  may  be 
delivered  effectively  through  distance 
education  technologies 

• plan  for  change,  including  the  design  of 
new  facilities  and  purchase  of  equipment. 
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While  the  use  of  information,  communication 
and  multimedia  technologies  can  be  an 
effective  means  of  expanding  student  access  to 
a range  of  CTS  modules,  care  must  be  taken  in 
selecting  modules  to  be  delivered  through  these 
technologies.  Many  of  the  CTS  modules  focus 
on  the  development  of  workplace  competencies 
and  require  students  to  link  theory  with  practice 
in  practical,  real-life  contexts.  Delivery  of  such 
modules  requires  that  students  have  access  to 
hands-on  learning,  either  in  a laboratory  or  an 
appropriate  work  site  setting. 


Reporting  Student  Achievement  in  CTS 

Beginning  in  the  1997-1998  school  year, 
Alberta  Education  will  accept  final  marks  for 
individual  modules.  Schools  and  school 
systems  unable  to  report  marks  by  module  may 
continue  to  “bundle”  modules  for  this  school 
year  only.  All  schools  must  report  marks  by 
module  commencing  in  the  1998-1999  school 
year.

The  projects  to  obtain  and  evaluate  samples  of 
student  work  to  illustrate  standards  of 
achievement  in  Frangais  and  French  language 
arts  are  to  be  carried  out  during  the  1 998-1 999 
school  year.  Materials  are  scheduled  to  be 
available  to  schools  in  September  1999,  in  time 
for  provincial  implementation.

The  development  of  the  Common  Curriculum 
Framework  provides  an  opportunity  to  consider 
changes  to  the  senior  high  English  language 
arts  program.  In  the  coming  months  there  will 
be  opportunities  to  discuss  the  best  way  to 
arrange  the  outcomes  from  the  framework  into 
programs  of  study  for  senior  high  school 
students.

Starting  with  Grade  10,  in  September  of  the 
1998-1999  school  year,  new  mathematics 
courses  will  be  introduced  into  Alberta  high 
schools.  The  high  school  program  being 
derived  from  The  Common  Curriculum 
Framework  for  K-12  Mathematics  Grade  10 
to  Grade  12,  1 996  is  scheduled  for 
implementation  in  Alberta  starting  with  the 
Grade  10  Applied  and  Pure  courses. 
Mathematics  13-23-33  and  Mathematics 
10-20-30  will  be  phased  out  as  the  new 
streams  are  introduced. 
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In  January  1998  an  information  package  is 
scheduled  to  be  sent  to  all  high  schools 
regarding  the  high  school  mathematics 
programs.  The  package  will  address  program 
descriptions  for  Applied  Mathematics  10-20-30 
and  Pure  Mathematics  10-20-30; 
implementation  issues;  transfer  between  high 
school  mathematics  programs;  and,  program 
development  for  Mathematics  14-24  and  lOP 
Mathematics  1 6-26. 

Resource  reviews  for  high  school  mathematics 
are  scheduled  to  take  place  during  the  first  week 
of  March  1998.  A Western  Canadian  Protocol 
announcement  is  scheduled  to  be  made  in  April
